The writer interviewed MA PREM HAYSA regarding the alleged poisoning of her husband, 

she related that on July 6, 1985, she had been involved in filming some background scenery for a 

movie project in which she was involved with some other persons. She advised that she then went to 

the restaurant in Rajneeshpuram, where she was notified by phone, that[ stad become quite b6 
ill and that she should contact him at the Pythagorius Medical Center. She advised that she contacted b7¢c 
her husband there and that at time of contact he seemed very frantic and advised her that he had received 


`a shot in the buttocks. She advised that was present at the medical and repeatedly attempted 


to restrict her entrance into the room where[__—was being cared for. She advised that when he 
became stable, was transported by ambulance to the airport for air evacuation to St. Charles 
Hospital in Bend. She advised that during the course of the ambulance ride a stop was made at the 

pharmacy in Rajneeshpuram to obtain a prescription, at which time,[__| expressed a concern that 


the vial containing same be an unopened one, indicating that he feared that someone may tamper with 
the medication. 


MA PREM HAYSA advised that later in the day on her arrival at the St. Charles Medical Center that her 
husband was in the intensive care facility. She advised that she joined him in his room, at which time, 
expressed a fear of women being sent in by[_ to kill him. She advised that[__] showed 
her the puncture wound resulting'from the poison injection, which she recalled as being on left buttock. 
She advised that in compliance with her husband's fears she blocked the door to the intensive care room 
with a heavy chair and slept there at night. She advised that during this time period[~__] told her 
that he had been seated in the religious hall, at the northern end where the musician's perform, observing 
a portion of the ongoing festival that he was approached from behind | a another person 
whose name MA PREM HAYSA could not recall. As and the other person flanked him on both 


sides from behind he felt the pain of a needle Being insert into his buttock, as this occurred he 


simultaneously experienced a chemical tast he then stood up and began to make his way out of the b6 
religious hall. That as he passed n his way out he whispered to her something to the b7c 
effect that he had been poisoned.
